The Princess of Wales’ Fund in Whitechapel. 


At the request of the Lord Mayor the Chairmen of the Whitechapel Board 
of Works and Board of Guardians jointly convened a meeting of representative 
workers and residents in Whitechapel at the office of the Board of Works, 
Great Alie Street, on Tuesday last, for the purpose of considering the best 
means of carrying out the Princess’ project in Whitechapel. Among those 
present were Mr, Joun Harris, C.C., J.P., Chairman of the Board of Works, 
who presided, Mr. James Brown, Chairman of the Whitechapel Board of 
(;uardians, the Revs, Canon Barnett, G. Davenport, Ronald Bayne, W. 
Bourchier, D, Greatorex, Fathers, Murphy, O’Carroll, and Walters, and Messrs. 
Morris Abrahams, G. Barham, C.C., C. Montague, Barnett, Abraham Levy, W. 
J. Burroughs, M. Stephany, Towrell, and W,. Vallance, Vestry Clerk, Mrs. 
Keighley, Mrs. McLean, sad others. | 

The CHAIRMAN, after expressing his admiration for the kindly project of 
the Princess, explained that he hoped, as a result of the discussion that day, to 


be able to give, at a meeting to be held at the Mansion House on Friday next, 


some valuable suggestions on the following points: (1) The best means of 
reaching the people who were to be provided with a free meal; (2) the most 
suitable time:and place of distribution. 

Mr. JAMES Brown, in an earnest and practical address, expressed his sense 
of the beauty of the Princess’s idea, and thought it was only possible to reach 
the class of people for whom the fund was raised by giving tickets to all who 
applied at the different centres which, he suggested, should be started. He 
thought that not more than 150 to 200 persons should be collected at any ‘one 
centre, and that to prevent imposition the day and hour should be the same all 
over London. 

Mr. Barua, C.C., feelingly supported these views, and specially dwelt on 
the necessity of reaching the “outcast poor.” 

Mr. M. Sreriuany, on behalf of the Jewish Board of Guardians, expressed 
their willingness to provide the machinery for organising the dinners for the 
Jewish Poor. | | : 

From the observations of several of the speakers it appeared that there 
were about 10,000 persons in the lodging houses of Whitechapel, and of these it 
was variously estimated that from 4,000 to 6,000 would have to be provided for, 
It was generally felt that no person, unable to provide his own dinner that 
day, should be shut out, and that special provision should be made for the 
sick poor in their homes. 

Canon BARNETT? thought a special advantage attached to the plan of letting 
the people select themselves, as it were, since no reproach could be urged against 
the distribution on the ground that the right people had not been selected or 
that they had favoured those poor people in whom they were specially interested. 
He thought that much of the good effect would be lost if the meals were not 
conducted in an orderly manner, 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the CHAIRMAN, and, in response, he 
expressed the hope that those who were present would give their assistance in 
carrying out the arrangements on the day to be fixed by the meeting at the 
Mansion House to-day (Friday).

A QUESTION OF RECREATION. 

Sir,—A somewhat novel point has recently been raised in connection with 
Jewish recreation in London, and I think that it would be profitable to obtain 
the opinions of some of your readers on the matter. | 

In one or two districts in London, an effort is being made to promote the 
playing of cricket by Jews on Sunday. The question that arises 1s: Ought 
this policy to be encouraged? If not, it would be well to resist such a policy 
from the start. But if, on the other hand, it be felt that the idea 1s a good one, 

then it ought to receive active and open support. It seems to me that it 1s 
altogether unwise to allow the communal policy to drift on such a matter. A 
clear and emphatic line is imperative. ) 

What then is the difficulty? Jews, it will be admitted, ought not to do 
anything that can give offence to the religious sentiments of their Christian 
fellow-citizens. Would they be offering such offence by playing cricket on Sun- 
days? Of course no one proposes that the game should be played quite publicly. 
At present cricket is forbidden in the parks and other spaces under public 
control. But various sports are permitted, among them boating and cycling. It is 
obvious that such a compromise cannot continue, and that sooner or later 
cricket and football will be allowed on Sundays in all public grounds. 

The actual proposal is that cricket should be encouraged in private grounds 
situated in public thoroughfares, or in enclosed grounds in the suburbs. 
| know that many private clubs play lawn tennis on Sundays under such condi- 
tions, But these cases hardly form a precedent. For what is now sought is not 
that persons shall play games at their own cost and at places chosen by them- 
selves. The suggestion is that Jewish support should be given to those who 
cannot defray the cost themselves. This places the question on another footing. 
Public support attaches a public character to such enterprises. 

| have been appealed to, as I said above, for an opinion on _ the subject, and 
I will frankly admit that my answer was unfavourable. But I can see that the 
question is too momentous to be “shelved” on one’s own personal prejudices, 
ft is so important that Jewish lads and young men should have adequate recrea- 
tion in sports which exercise the muscle and develop manliness, that the idea of 
Sunday yames presents a great fascination if it can be realised without abating 
the respect and’ deference due from us to Christian sentiment. I have asked 
several Christian friends to tell me what they think. They all are of opinion 
that my fears are unwarranted, and seem to think that many Christians would 
applaud an effort to add to the pleasures of Sunday. | 

It is just this that makes me hesitate. If the Jewish example would be 
likely to lead to imitation, we might find ourselves later on subject to much 
recrimination from pictists of the Scotch type. And I cannot help feeling that 
though Sunday games would be most desirable, this is a matter in which Jews 
should follow and not lead the fashion.

gation can be obtained, and what are the proofs he is able to adduce to show 
that these statistics, which | have worked out with great care from the returns 
of the Registrar-General, and from the books of the United Synagogue, are 
unreliable. Iam pleased to see the interest the community at large, and the 
Board in particular, is taking in the question of consumption, and I hope that 
the faeens “that Jews are disseminators, or that they have brought the disease 
to this country,” will be dispelled, as it 1s contrary to the true state of things, 
because, far from being the originators, they are the victims of the bad influences 
to which they are daily subjected here.

JEWISH VISITORS FROM THE COLONIES. 

Sik,—The advent of a great number of Jewish visitors to London from 
the Colonies in June of this year, for the purpose of being present at the 
functions in cqnnection with the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, presents an oppor- 
tunity of arranging a special foregathering, which would be unique in its 
character, and one that would draw closer-the bond of sympathy in Jewish 
communal movements between Jewish workers in the mother country, and 
those from Her Majesty's distant colonial possessions. 

As an Australian, fam not in a position to suggest exactly, having regard 
to local circumstances, the right method to be adopted in bringing about in 
London such a gathering as | propose. But it may be that the initiative step 
could be taken by the Anglo-Jewish Association, including as it does within 
its organisation so many colonial branches; or, perhaps, the invitation could 
emanate from the Chief Rabbi; or, better still, through the medium of a body 
of prominent London Jews (including Colonial resident Jews), specially con- 
vened for the purpose of carrying into effect this re-union of British and 
Colonial Jews. 

But whichever way my suggestion is carried out; I feel quite certain that 
an immense amount of good will accrue from a friendly discussion upon matters 
of general Jewish interest. whether it be upon purely philanthropic work, or 
such as affect synagogal government, «ce, By this means sympathies will be 
aroused, and through interchange of thought on congenial subjects, a note of 
harmony will be struck, which may prove of lasting benefit. and a first step 
proba} y formed towards a larger movement, namely the Federation of the 
Jewish congregations of the British Empire.

It is not 
because I could not, but when a man’s heart is very full the throat is a narrow 
passage to get the words through, particularly when he would like to say a great 

eal of what he feels and when he feels a great deal more than he could possibly 
say. Ours is a noble institution. Was it yesterday, was it a year ago or two 
years ago that I stood before you trembling with responsibility ; when we 
wanted an enormous amount of money ? I think it was two years ago, and then 
I wished I had had a fairy wand to touch so that I could find the money and have 
the institution all built up and finished and the responsibility gone. I had no 
fairy wand to touch, but time, which passes like a dream, touched it for me, and 
now stands the building with its noble hall, and the money well spent. And 
here am I, like Oliver Twist, asking for more—(Laughter.) Nobody ever asked 
the Jewish community in vain because they are thorough Englishmen and good 
citizens as well as men devoted to their own race. I had a dream, I recollect it 
well, when I stood before you two years ago, and something of that dream still 
runs in my mind and fills my brain. I would like that those children, for whom 
we care so well and do so much, I would like to do something more than taking 
them by the hand as we do to guide their early footsteps, I would like never to 
leave that hand until we had placed them in absolute security as regards their 
future, and. their full value as Englishmen and citizens should be recognised. 
And we will take them by the hand even if we have to appeal still more regularly 
and more punctually, and having got them, we will keep them never to part 
from them till we have made of these poor, helpless, sometimes starving 
children, English men and women acredit to our faith and the community at 
large.—(Loud Cheers.) I wanted money, I got it. I have something much 
more than money can buy. I have your esteem, your friendship and your con- 
fidence.—(Cheers.) If I do not deserve it all I would like to try and merit 
something of the kindness that all of you round this table have shown our great 
institution and the humble but very grateful President, who, to-night, has the 
distinguished honour to welcome you within these walls,—(Cheers.)

The Cuier Rani said: There are many splendid qualities by which the 
incumbent of the chair of Chief Magistrate of the City of London is dis- 
tinguished. First and foremost is the conscious pride and joy with which on 
all occasions he professes his attachment to his race and faith. Then the magic 
witchery of his suasion, with which he understands, like none of his predeces- 
sors, how to lure thousands, and tens of thousands, and hundreds of thousands 
of pounds from the pockets of Her Majesty’s subjects. And there is also another 
quality which now and then comes into prominence : it is his faculty of being 
in two places at one and the same time. This extraordinary faculty I, his 
humble disciple, have endeavoured to imitate on this occasion, for as most of 
vou know I am at present engaged on a pastoral tour in the North of England ; 
and yet I have managed for the nonce to discard those hampering conditions 
which are placed on frail ‘humanity, for the purpose of being present on this 
occasion, historic in the annals of Anglo-Judaism. It is my privilege to ask you 
to drink to the Health of the Honorary Officers of the Institution and the Com- 
mittee and the Stewards for the single-minded energy and noble self-denial they 
bring to bear on the wise and intelligent administration of this great charity and 
also for the wonderful skill with which they have imitated their most worthy 
President in the faculty of extracting many sovereigns out of the pockets of the 
community at large. Andhere I would say that nothing struck me more on the 
occasion of my visit to the provinces than the enthusiasm and the zeal with 
which our brethren there essay to help this institution—the remarkable energy 
they display in forming valuable Orphan Aid Societies in so many seemingly 
poor and struggling provincial arash apes You who are present this evening 
are not dismayed by any appeal. But, on -the contrary, are feeling men anc 
women with warm hearts vibrating and pulsating in the cause of the poor and 
the helpless.—(Cheers. ) 


Mr. N. S. Joseru, one of the Vice-Presidents, acknowledged the toast on 
behalf of the Hon. Officers. He said: In consequence of the lamented absence 
of the Senior Vice-President, the duty devolves upon my unworthy self to 
respond to the toast so kindly proposed by the Chief Rabbi. Those of you who 


know little or nothing of the inner working of the Jews’ Hospital, will probably | 


think that the Vice-Presidents and the Treasurers and the Hon. Secretary have 
a great deal to do. Let me disillusionise you upon this point. In consequence 
of the active energy of our President—(hear, hear,)—our duties are reduced 
almost toa sinecure. Sitting as we are privileged to do under his presidency 
month after month, we have the satisfaction of feeling that we have little or 
nothing to do. He not only rules, but governs, and we are delighted to act 
under his mild and benignant sway. It is an actual pleasure to work under him. 


The charm and the grace of his manner, the ready mode in which he gets rid of | 


the business in a quarter of the time another Chairman would take, and the wit 
and wisdom he brings to bear on his work, make him a President of Presidents. 
Perhaps I may be permitted, being the oldest member of the Committee, having 
served for 42 years, to say how de “heey it is to compare the present condition 
of the Institution with its past. Although in our charity we have no politics, 
still I may say we are all of us progressives, We are never 
satisfied to stand still, Looking at the past few years, I call to 
mind what enormous strides we have made. Through the kindness of 
one or another member of our body we have added a number of improvements 
and additions to our Charity. Onemember has given a well-furnished gymnasium, 
another has preser.ted a magnificent library, and another a very fine workshop 
for technical instruction ; and again we have lately a? gee our playing fields 
by the addition of two acres of ground for a cricket field, and we have trained 
the girls in the useful art of cookery and that more important work of dress- 
making. I ought not to pass over in silence, more particularly as the author 
of the good work is not present, the Apprenticing Homes in Coventry and 
Hanley, established by the private beneficence of one man. I hope we may 
be enabled to carry out the excellent programme of our President to follow up 
the career of the children after they leave the Institution. We have much to 
be thankful for in the past and we have the highest hopes for the future, and 
it will not be the fault of the Honorary Officers and Committee if they do not 
make the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum the greatest and grandest success 
of any orphanage in England.—(Cheers). ) 

Mr. Fe.ix A. Davis acknowledged the Toast on behalf of the Committee. 
He said that the Committee did not look for or expect thanks or praise for the 
manner in which they carry out the high and responsible duties entrusted to 
them. But it was, nevertheless, grateful to ihem when the subscribers approved 
of their conduct of an institution whose welfare was based upon the favour of 
its subscribers. Urged on by the approval of the community, the Committee 
were now not satisfied with educating and caring for the children in the Orphan 
Asylum during their early years, but during five years after leaving the institu- 
tion, the boys and girls who were apprenticed were under the guardianship of 
the Committee, who exerted every effort to assist them in life. He also expressed 
the thanks of the Ladies’ Committee, a most useful and influential body, 
whose influence was felt in every department of the management of the 
institution. 

Mr. Harry H. Marks, M.P., in acknowledging the Toast on behalf of the 
Stewards, said : If the stewards of this charity desired any reward for the services 
they have performed other than that supreme reward which comes from the 
knowledge of a gooa work well and loyally performed, they would have 
assuredly received it in the eloquent and generous tribute paid to that work b 
the Chief Rabbi, and by the cordial and generous manner in which you receiv 
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his observations. The work which they have undertaken, and the spirit in: 
which it has been received, certainly tends to show that the times have changed 
and opinions have altered since it was said by the famous writer, Rogers, that 
“a steward was, after all, an hereditary old bore.” Apparently in the eyes of this 
community, by no means unfitted to judge, he is deserving of a somewhat more 
complimentary description, The work the stewards have done has not been 
entirely devoid of difficulty, and I am bound to say, and I am sure I voice the 
sentiments of the entire body of stewards, their path has been smoothed by 
reason of the fact that they have worked under the direction and guidance of 
the Lord Mayor, than whom no one could desire a more earnest or more loyal 
associate or a more Wise and prudent director. The task of going round to beg 
even for the most deserving of charities is not at any time the most easy or agree-

tine to bey for acharity, but there are circumstances which will occur to ail of 
vou which make this a particularly difficult time to adequately discharge that 
task. In this Jabilee year there are probably more demands upon private and 


public charity than ever witnessed within the past 5U_years, Nevertheless, I am 
vlid to hear that the appeal made on behalf of the Jews Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum has been adequate to all the present. necessities of the case, It 1s not 
surprising that the members of the Jewish community should have contributed 
with even more than their accustomed liberality, because 1t can hardly be that 
any English Jew could entirely dissociate the festival of this Hospital from the

And I 
do not think we shall be unduly vaunting ourselves if we indulge in the opinion.

LATEST RUSSO-JEWISH NEWS. 


| COMMUNICATED. | 
After-effects of the Riots at Shpola. 


The impression produced on the Jewish population of Shpola by the recent 
regrettable events has not as yet worn off, and, in spite of the inquiry which is 
being carried on diligently, and_ the fear y of troops who ensure quiet, the 
Jews of Shpola are still living through hard times. 

The inquiry is proceeding most energetically, and rigorous domiciliary visits 
are made in all the neighbouring villages, and each visit leads to the discovery 
of whole waggonfuls of miscellaneous goods. These frequent raids, accom- 
— as they are by an inspection of the peasants’ homesteads and chattels, 

ave refreshed among the _— the sense of legality which had lately 
been smothered. Many now declare their deep regret for the crimes the 
were impelled to commit by the example of others, combined with the prevail- 
ing notion that the law would never punish such deeds, if it does not indeed 
encourage them. Lately, many have begun to get rid of the stolen property 
which may be seen scattered along the Shpola road, in gardens and in meadows, 
where it had been cast away secretly. A good deal of the property restored in 
this way by the peasants is now being occasionally found in wells, ponds, rivulets, 
and in the cemeteries. 

The Committee formed for rendering assistance to the Jews of Shpola who 


‘suffered through last month’s riots, has received the sanction of the superior 


authorities, and will cart out its functions without delay. 
The “ Voskhod” understands that the Home Office has received a petition 
soliciting permission to start a subscription at St. Petersburg in favour of: the 


_Shpola victims, and to establish a Committee for that purpose. 


Jewish Colonies in Volhynia. 
Ata distance of some 25 versts from the town of Luck (Lootsk), there is a 
roup of Jewish colonies bearing the names of Sophievka or Trachenbrod, 
i natovka or Lozhitse, and Moguilki. They were established in the reign of 
Nicholas I., when some Jews by inclination, and others for the saké of the 
privileges granted, devoted themselves to agricultural labour. Some twenty or 
thirty Jewish families coming from Staroconstantinov, Zaslavl, and other 
Volhynian towns were the pioneers and founders of these colonies which now 
number between them more than 400 Jewish families. In most of the colonies 
the houses are placed in two rows, behind which spread the fields or gardens 
protected by hedged fences. These houses are well-built and comfortable, 
Nearly all the colonists possess a sufficient quantity of arable and pasture land, 
as well as grounds fit for growing fruit. Some of them own several cows each 
1 dispose of their produce in the nearest towns 
of Luck and Rovno. Lately their condition deteriorated owing to frequent 
fires. Among the colonists there are experienced artisans: blacksmiths, 
carpenters, joiners, coopers and others. In the summer they are all engaged in 
cultivating their farms, while during the winter they work in the neighbouring 
forests. Their children get accustomed, from their early youth, to the fields anc 
to hard farm work. The favourable impression is only spoiled by the circum- 
stance that those children lack education. Straight from the Cheder, where they 
only learn to read the prayers, they enter life without any other educational 
equipment. 
Emigration to America and Africa. 


The Danish steamer “Georg” has left Libau once more for London with a 
party of Jewish emigrants partly bound for the Argentine, and partly for 
Africa. 

Another Danish steamer, “ Constantine,” has also left Libau for London with 
several Jewish emigrants on board. According to the “ Libauer Zeitung,” most 
of them intended to settle in South Africa, _ 

In the course of the year 1896 there emigrated to North America 30,000 


_ Jews from Russia, Galicia, and Roumania, as well as from some other countries. 


The number of Jewish emigrants, especially of those coming from Russia, was 
considerably less than in the preceding year. | 
Householders’ Petition. 

The householders of Aloushta have addressed a petition to the Home 
Secretary to allow Jews to resideat Aloushta during the summer season, They 
point out that since Jews have been prohibited to reside on the southern shore, 
the local householders, who are mostly dependent for their living on the rent 
for flats aud apartments, have been suffering heavy losses, while at the same time 
earnings have diminished in other occupations as well. According to the local 
papers, this petition was signed by nearly all the householders of Alhousta. 

Influx of Jews in Odessa. 

In discussing the considerable increase of the Odessa population, one of the 
local papers makes the following observation: “ The influx of the population 
into our town was no doubt influenced by the continued expulsion of Jews from 
Moscow and the central Governments. any returned to their former homes, 
while many others who had to choose a new place of residence, naturally gave 
the preference to Odessa over Balta or Biela Tzerkov. Here they are more 
likely to get a living, and in case of failure, they have at least the consolation of 
finding many fellows in misfortune.

Consecration Service at the Golder’s Green Cemetery. 


Qn Sunday afternoon the Rev. Professor Marks. senior minister of the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews, consecrated that portion of the new 
cemetery at Golders Green, Hendon, which will be utilised for the interment of 
decoased members of that congregation. The other portion has been acquired 
hy the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, but is not likely to be requisitioned 
fer some time to come. ‘The entire ground covers sixteen ‘acres, of which half 
has been enclosed and laid out. The two sections are divided only by a path. 
but two separate chapels in which the burial services will be read have beat 
butt for the purposes of the two congregations. The Architects, Messrs. Davis 
and Emanuel, have cleverly taken advantage of the division to connect the 
roofs of the two chapels by an arch with a roadway beneath, so that mourners 
vf funerals need not be exposed: to rain on leaving and re-entering 
the carriages, In lieu of a briek wall the cemetery is enclosed by iron railings. 
vnc admission is gained through a fine pair of wrought-iron gates, the gift of 
sit, Prederick G, Henriques, late Senior Treasurer of the West London Syna- 
voune, Whose monogram is noticeable on the gates. The Superintendent's lodge 
Is Culy afew yards from the entrance, and the chapels are contiguous thereto. The 
conc tery Is picturesquely situated, and has been admirably planned and laid out.

_ Whe invitations to the ceremony were issued by the West London Synagogue 
to its own members, to the Mahamad and some Elders of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, and to the Council of the United Synagogue.

Nothing is more certain than that the “ National ” agitation 
with which we were threatened as a result of Austrian anti- 
Semitism has failed. The opposition to such a movement 
comes from two sides, On the one hand there are a good 
number of sensible men who deny the conclusions of the “ Nationalists” on 
purely practical grounds. We have been for some time watching foreign 
opinion on this point, and we find that the doubt which we long ago expressed 
is being widely echoed. Supposing that a Jewish State were re-established, 
what reason is there to anticipate that Jews would be tolerated in the lands 
where they now suffer ill-treatment ? It is freely admitted by Dr. Herzl and

those who agree with him that, in the event of his scheme succeeding, the 


bulk of the Jews would still remain settled in Europe, both because the habits 
and tendencies of centuries cannot be overcome, and because Palestine could 
neither support nor offer scope for more than a small fraction of the Jewish 
people. Is it likely that Jews settled in Kurope, who would, under such 
circumstances, deserve the name of foreigners, would escape the persecution 
and adverse treatment which they now encounter ? Dr. Herzl and his supporters 
have quite failed to answer this argument, and thus are unable to win the 
allegiance of men of affairs. We do not assert that the idea is without 
advocates. On the contrary, many are enamoured of the proposal, and hug it 
as a refuge from the present troubles. But there hasbeen no great enthusiasm 
roused, and what plausibility the plan seemed to possess, is losing rather than 
gaining in strength. Nationalism, so far from offering an escape from anti- 
Semitism, is the avenue to it. We do not make these statements 
with pleasure, though we are glad that Jewish opinion has not 
yielded to panic under the stress of an unpleasant experience in some 
Continental capitals. On the other hand, we should have regarded the failure 
of the national idea as a calamity if the failure simply implied the destruction 


of one enthusiasm the more.

But no such ill consequence has occurred. Just as little is 


Zionism _it to be feared that the disillusion of some so-called “ Pil- 
idincatan, grims” will destroy the interest of Western Jews in the 


sites of their ancient history. Zionism is an inspiration 
which existed before the present day, and will survive all futile attempts to 
kill it by exaggeration of its weak points. Nay, all recent experience has 
demonstrated that the love of Zion possesses a wonderful hold on the Jewish 
heart. Zionism and Nationalism are, in fact, not only not identical, they are 
even antagonistic. The one turns to the past, which it would feebly restore, 
the other looks to the future, which it would strengthen and idealise. The 
one seizes on the passing phases of Jewish life, the other fastens on the eternal 
phases. he one thinks of restoration, the other of accomplishment. The 
one lives on memories, the other on hopes. The one throws itself on the 
material and the physical, the other on the spiritual and the religious. Zionism,

the friends and supporters of colonisation have been Jews who reject the 
national idea with unmeasured scorn. The mission of Judaism, however, is 
in the conception of the true Zionist bound up with Zion in the sense 
that Zion was, and must remain, the inspiration of Judaism. But the 
Zion of this hope is the greater Zion of the prophets, a Zion 
co-extensive with humanity. Zion was necessary to give the mission of 
Judaism its starting point: and_ the Diaspora, the scattered settlement 
of the Jews all the world over, was needed to provide a scope for the mission. 
Thus, finally, while Nationalism narrows and degrades the notion of the Jewish 
mission, Zionism is compatible, nay, is essentially bound up, with an aspiration 
towards glorifying and widening the mission, for which alone Israel was 
chosen of Grod, for which alone Israel survives. Hence it is that we see with 
so much pleasure that while Nationalisin is making little way in contemporary 
Judaism, Zionism has won many recruits, Judaism is safe even from the 
allurements of a sham Nationalism, while Zion is a word calling Israel to 
realise its destiny and its duty.

The full report of this meeting has now 
been issued and, amid many curious trivialties, contains many items of 
sterling importance. Certain unfortunate turns of phrase appear, such as 
the remark that * reformatory Judaism is identical with American Judaism,” 
a remark more grotesque in form perhaps than untruein essence. But we hope 
that it is not altogether trne that in America Jadaism and Reform are 
identical in the sense %1 whieh some members of the conference understand 
Reform. We refer particularly to the paper on “the Theory of Oral 
Tradition,” read before the Conference by Prof. Gotthard Deutsch and 
published in the Report. This papér adopts a thoroughly hostile attitude to 
tradition and applies to it canons of criticism which would destroy not only 
the Talmud but the Bible and every other source of Judaism. For if 
discrepancies and variations in moral values are forsooth to invalidate the 
Jewish tradition, what becomes of the Bible? What becomes of Judaism ? 
Professor Deutsch seems to think that, because tradition must be critically 
sifted, because the data of tradition and its sources are often contradictory 
or obseure, because the term ‘traditional ” has been frequently misapplied, 
because (most extraordinary argument of all) certain compilations 
Midrashim bear-as their authors names which have possibly been mis- 
appropriated—therefore * tradition as authentic interpretation of the Mosaic 
Law is an illusion.” Professor Deutsch’s view is, we hope, not shared by the 
Conference, nor by leaders of American Reform in general. “Tradition” 
may, or may not, be the right word to employ, but the Rabbinical literature is 
a well-spring of noble religious truths, an as yet unexplored treasury of 
golden ideals, without which Judaism may reform itself into—anything except 
Judaism, The very scientific spirit of our time, full of the doctrine of evolu- 
tion, of the dependence of each age on the life of the pyceding age, should 
surely teach Professor Deutsch that his onslanght on tradition is an act of 
religious suicide.

been Sheriff, Mr. Salomons next offered himself as a candidate for the 
position of Alderman. He was duly elected, and presented himself to the 
Court of Aldermen, in order to be allowed to take the municipal oaths of office 
requesting to be excused from making the Statutory Declaration in the prescribed 
form. As has been said above, the 
Court of Aldermen might have granted 
his request; and, indeed, long before 
Parliament had relieved the Jews by 
Statute from the disabilities resulting 
from the Declaration, the Corporations 
of Portsmouth, Birmingham and South- 
ampton had practically passed local 
measures of toleration by admitting’ to 
corporate offices Jews who had not sub- 
scribed the Declaration. But the Court 
of Aldermen was, less compliant. It 
refused to admit Mr. Salomons in 1836; 
and, though be was elected several times 
by various wards of the City, it persisted 
in its refusal, taking, as. the Upper 
House of the City Corporation, the same 
view of ita duties with regard to the 
Jewish question as did the Upper House 
of Parliament. Mr. Salomons, finding 
that he could effect nothing by persua- 
sion, pext asked the Law Courts to 
SIR DAVID SALOMONS. compel the Aldermen to allow him to 

take the municipal oaths, without the 


declaration, and so be admitted to office ; urging that they had not the right to — 


insist on his taking the Declaration before admission to office, but only ‘upon’ 
admission. Strange to say, the Court of (Queen's Bench took Mr. Salomons 
view of the matter; but its decision was overruled ‘by a higher court. Mr. 
Salomons next petitioned Parliament to enable him to perform the cuties 
of the position to which he had repeatedly been chosen by the electors, but from 
which the Court of Aldermen excluded him. Lord Lyndhurst, one of the few 
Conservative Peers who persistently supported the Jewish claims, introduced in 
1841 a bill to provide a special form of Declaration to be subscribed by Jews on 
admission to corporate offices in lieu of that contained in the Act of 1828. The 
measure at first met with the usual fate of proposals for the relief of Jews — It 
was thrown out by the House of Lords. Four years later, however, Sir Robert 
Peel’s Government wag induced to take it up. It was again brought into the 
House of Lords by Lord Lyndhurst, then Lord Chancellor. Sir Robert Peel took 
charge of it in the House of Commons ; and, after the usual lamentations by the 
extreme Tories over the downfall! of the constitution, it was duly passed by both 
Houses of Parliament and received the Royal Assent.

FIFTY-FOUR YEARS OF ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 
| BY A CORRESPONDENT, | 


So much of our communal history is inscribed upon tombstones, that the 
closing of a Jewish burial ground is an event of no little historical interest. The 
West London Synagogue of British Jews have now closed their cemetery at 
Ball's Pond, which has served them ever since they came into existence, to all 
burials excepting those of members who have acquired reserved graves beside 
their relatives. The occasion is one of special significance for many reasons. 
Those whose ashes repose in the old ground were members, not of a congregation 
merely, but of a religious party which has maintained a separate existence for 
more than half a century. Moreover, this party contains the names of many of 
the most eminent persons in the Anglo-Jewish community, whose public labours 
have combined to make history, and whose efforts for the general welfare mark 
the principal stages of communal progress during the present century. The 
achievements of the Mocattas, the Goldsmids, the Montefiores, the Sterns, and 
others which the monuments at Ball's Pond set forth, are facts of which the 
annalist of the future will have to take note. 

These tombs and tombstones enshrine also the internal history of the West. 
London Synagogue. They tell at what a geometrical rate of progression the 
congregation has increased in numbers since it was established in 1842. It 
started with 16 members, it now has a membership-roll of 550. Whereas the 
number of burials during the first five years that the ground was opened only 
amounted to 11, during the last five years they reached 12%. In all 902 burials 
have occurred within the 54 years that the ground has been in use. Add 11%) 
burials that are yet to take place in reserved graves, and the numbers interred at 
Ball's Pond before it is finally disused will have amounted to about 1,020. It 
has taken more than half a century to fill two-and-a-half acres in the old ground ; 
probably the eight acres acquired at Golder’s Green will be exhausted in no less 
a time. 

And how happy is the contrast between the circumstances in which the twe 
cemeteries are Inaugurated. Then all was bitterness and strife, now concord 
and good feeling reign supreme. It 1s highly interesting at this distance of 
time, and in the very number of the Jewish Chronicle which records last Sunday’s 
proceedings at Golder’s Green, to recall what took place in 1842. Shortly after 
the Burton Street Synagogue was founded, and before the “Seceders” had 
acquired a ground of their own, the wife of Mr. Horatio J. Montefiore, one of 
the pioneers of the movement, died. Application for her burial was made to 
the Bevis Marks authorities, and refused on the ground that she was a member 
of Burton Street. The “ Seceders” therefore entered into a temporary arrange- 
ment with the Maiden Lane Synagogue for the use of their cemetery in Bancroft 
Road, Mile End, at a rental of £50 a year. This was the only burial that took 
place under the arrangement, for deaths were few and far between in those 
days, and in the following year, Burton Street had acquired a ground of its own 
at Ball's Pond, the surroundings of which were then nearly as picturesque as 
Golder’s Green is to-day. 

One other act of intolerance disfigured the early relations of the Orthodox 
and the Seceders, but in this case it was the “Germans” from whom it 
emanated, Mr. Benjamin Elkin, a prominent member of the new movement, 
desired to be buried next to his wife in the North Street (now Brady Street) 
Cemetery belonging to the Great Synagogue, he having continued his NIN 
APA of the Great Synagogue for this purpose even after he had joined 
Burton Street. But he left word with the Rev. Mr. Marks that in the event. 
ax he feared, of any insulting or intolerable condition being imposed, his 
remains were to be interred at Ball's Pond. It was as he had anticipated. 
Difficult as it may be to realise at the present day, the ecclesiastical authorities 
would only consent to Mr, Elkin being buried at North Street on the under- 
standing that the funeral service should be read by a beadle and not by a 
minister! The compromise was, of course, eajecied, and the interment took 
place at Ball’s Pond. This was the occasion of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid joining 
the Burton Street. Synagogue, and transferring to it a bequest of £3,000 whic 
he had originally willed to the Great Synagogue. | 

Benjamin Elkin died in the year 1848, at the age of 65. He was the father 
of the late Jacob L. Elkin, a_ treasurer of the congregation, and also of 
the late Mrs. Jacob Mocatta. The tombs of father and, son, enclosed within 
high railings, are just in front of the Mortuary Hall. In an enclosure behind 
hes another son of Benjamin Elkan—Isaac, who died in 1873 at the age of 52. 
By his side repose the remains of his young wife Adelaide, the eldest daughter 
of the late Samuel Stiebel. She predeceased her husband twenty years, in the 
oth year of her age. 

In quite another part—in the north-west corner, at the back of the cemetery 
-~must we look for the first grave that was dug. <A very small headstone, rising 
only a few inches out of the ground, records that a child, seven weeks old, nanied 
Alexander Nathan, was interred there on July 13th, 1443. This was the occasion 
of the consecration ceremony, in which the Revs. D. W. Marks and A. Liwy 
took part. The order for this first burial was signed by F. H. Goldsmid, War- 
den, At the opposite point of the ground—in the south-east corner—there took 
place a week or two ago the last of the {02 interments that have since taken 

ace: that of Nathan Jacob De Jongh, one of the early members of the West 
poh Synagogue, who died under pathetic circumstances at the age of 81. He

In the centre of the ground stands the large railed enclosure, within which 
the Goldsmid family are buried. Most prominent of all is the sarcophagus of 
Sicilian marble which marks the resting-place of the head of the family—-the late 
Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid. The inscription on one of the sides, to the following 
effect, 1s of historical importance :— 

Beneath this stone lie the mortal remains of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, Baron de Gold- 
smid et da Palmeira, who was born in London, January 13th, 1778. During many years of 
his long and active career he held a prominent place in the financial fers | and whilst he 
took part in the chief enterprises of his times for the development of the national resources 
his name was also associated with every movement for the social rogress of mankind. 
With him the agitation for the removal of the civil disabilities of the Jews took its rise. and 
he devoted much time and unwearied labour to the promotion of this great cause, which 
became triumphant a few months before he breathed his last. He was one of the founders 
of University College, London, the first establishment of the kind in England where all 
without distinction of creed, might receive the advantages of a superior education. He was 
likewise a munificent patron of the Hospital connected with that College, and a benefactor 
to most of the BENE jae and useful institutions which did honour to his country and his 
age. In the year 1841 he was created a Baronet of the United Kingdom, being the first Jew 

rho enjoyed that title, and in 1845 Her Majesty the Queen of Portugal, in recognition of 
the eminent services he had rendered to that country, conferred upon him the dignity of 
Baron. He died April 27th, 1859, in the 82nd year of his age. 7 


On the opposite side of the tomb is a complete Hebrew translatio 
inscription, while a third side is inscribed with the Goldsmid arms, ond ‘he 
mottos, “ Quis similis Tui fortibus Domine,” and “ Concordia et Sedulitate.”

Of David Mocatta, son of Moses Mocatta, who died on May Ist, 1882, at the 
age of 76, we are told :— 

* He wasone of the first among the Jews who devoted himself to a professional career, 
and was a member of the Institute of British Architects. He was endowed with superior 
mental gifts, and took part in all the progressive movements of the age. He was one of the 
founders of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, and the President of its Council 
at the time of his death. His high culture, genial disposition, and social qualities caused 
him to be belaved and esteemed by a large circle of relatives and friends.” 

David Mocatta was the architect of the Ramsgate Synagogue and of the 
London, Brighton and South Coast Railway. is widow, a daughter of 
Alexander Goldsmid, was recently buried next to him. 

Very simple in design and inscription are the two headstones which mark 
the resting-place of Abraham Mocatta and his wife Miriam, the parents of Mr. 
F. D. Mocatta. | 

The most aged founder of the West London Synagogue at the time of his 
death was the late Abraham Lindo Mocatta, eldest brother of David Mocatta, 
who was born in 1796, and died at the patriarchal age of 95. The inscription on 
his tombstone contains the appropriate passage from the Prayer Book: “ Who 
is like unto Thee, a Lord of mighty acts, etc.” By the side of him lie the 
remains of a younger brother, Isaac Lindo Mocatta, who, born in_ 1818, died in 
1879. He was the author of “The Jewish Armoury” and “Moral Biblical 
Gleanings.” Another brother, Samuel, the youngest, and his wife, Miriam 
(sister of Mr. F. D. Mocatta), are also among the members of the West London 
Synagogue buried at Ball’s Pond,

The East End Scheme. 


The following “ Scheme for ameliorating the condition of the Jewish working 
classes in the East End of London,” has been submitted by the Committee of 
Jewish Ministers and others visiting the poor in the East End, to the Special 
Committee of the United Synagogue to consider an East End Scheme :— 

_ The social welfare of our working classes is so closely connected with, and 
so intimately dependent on, their religious, moral, and material condition that 
no Scheme can be regarded as satisfactory which does not attempt to improve 
the status of our industrial population in these respects also. 

The most urgent need in the East End is the appointment of able and 
zealous ministers specially selected for the work and residing in the district, and 
who are conversant with the language and habits of the foreign section. 
Attached to the New Hambro’ and other synagogues in the East End, they should 
be accessible at their residences during certain stated hours of the day. They 
should visit the families inhabiting the districts assigned to them, more especially 


in times of difficulty and sickness, at periods of mourning and rejoicing. In 


addition to discharging the usual funetions of a minister, they should take an 
active part in managing and supervising the social work contemplated by this 


Scheme, and endeavour to rally around them a band of resident and non-resident 


workers among the Jews in the East End. 

The sitting of the Beth Din should be transferred to premises adjoining the 
New Hambro’ Synagogue, due provision being made for suitable Ae adequate 
waiting-room accommodation. Some members of the Beth Din should be in 
session on every weekday, in addition to Mondays and Thursdays, to hear cases 
that do not require the adjudication of the Chief Rabbi. 

Ministers and laymen should be invited to attend in the evenings to act on 
boards of arbitration and conciliation in labour disputes. 

A spacious Hall should be erected, with a numbér of rooms brightly and 
pleasantly appointed attached to it, to serve as an educational and recreative 
centre. Addresses should be delivered in the Hall on Sabbath afternoons. — It 
should likewise serve as a place for Divine Worship on the festivals. In the 
evenings lectures should be delivered on Social Questions, Civic Duties, Jewish 
and General History and Literature, Scientific Themes, &e. 
similar entertainments should also be periodically given there. 

The Hall and rooms should likewise be devoted to the purposes of a Club— 
that feature of social life which has been found most acceptable to the working 
classes, and which has been proved by experience to be the best means of 
promoting good fellowship among them, and of cultivating pleasant and friendly 
intercourse between them and men and women of cultureand refinement. With 
the view of fostering sentiments of loyalty and of pride in English citizenship, 
the institution might be termed the “ Victoria Club for Jewish Men and 
Women.” It seems advisable that, at the outset, the right of membership 
should be obtainable on personal application, 

The rooms should be used for the following purposes, ‘nter alia :-—(a) Beth 
Hamedrash (a place for the study of the Bible, Talmud, &c.): (4) Classes for 
the study of English; (¢) Circulating and Reference Libraries ; (7) Reading 
Rooms with English and Foreign Newspapers, Magazines, &ec.; (¢) Smoking 
Debates ; (f) Meetings of Friendly Societies, Trades Unions, and other bodies. 

Special attention should be given to the promotion of athletics in connec- 
tion with the Club. | : 

A room should be set apart to serve as a Labour Bureau and a House of 
Call for the engagement of workmen, so as to prevent the unseemly gatherings 
for that purpose in Whitechapel on Saturday afternoons. 

Various Benefit Societies, and a Savings Bank for the encouragement of 
thrift, might be established in connection with the Club. 

Rooms should be set apart for Games of all kinds, with the exception of 
cards. | 

Every facility should be given for the holding of Mothers’ Meetings, Sewing 
Classes, and similar gatherings. 

In addition to the ministers resident in the district and the other Metro- 
politan ministers, ladies and gentlemen from all parts of London should be 
invited to assist in this work by helping to administer and superyise the different 
departments, by the delivery of lectures, by the holding of classes, by organising 
Reading Parties, by conversing with the members, «c. 

It would be of great value if some of these friendly workers could arrange 
to take up their residence for a time in the East End, ina settlement established 
somewhat on the lines of Toynbee Hall and Oxford House.

Central Synagogue.—In our report of the Election meeting at the 
Central Synagogue last week, the name of the Chairman was incorrectly given. 
Mr. Samuel !° Moss presided, and he gave an interesting review of the work 
of the Congregation during the past year. He had desired to retire from the 
office of Warden which he had occupied for fourteen years, but his colleagues 
on the Board of Management had brought such pressure to bear upon him that 
he had reluctantly acceded to their request and had consented to serve for one 
year longer, at the expiration of which period he hoped that there would be 
found there was sufficient public spirit among the members of the Synagogue 
to induce an active and efficient succession to be elected in his place. At the 
meeting Mr. N. L. Cohen, Mr. J. Pyke and others spoke in the most appreciative 
terms of the valuable services rendered to the Central Synagogue by Mr. Moss. 


New Dalston Synagogue and Schools.—On Sunday last, the annual general 
meeting of the members was held in the schoolroom, Mr, L, Freedman, Presi- 
dent, in the chair. The Annual Report and Balance Sheet were unanimously 
adopted. The Report alluded to the continuous prosperity of the congrega- 
tion. During the previous year, the building debt had been liquidated, and 
during the current twelve months £276 had been saved. The income amounted 
to £667, and the expenditure to £523, The Classes under Dr. Sternheim were 
well attended, and an examination by the Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, had been held. 
The Report concluded with a recommendation that the rebuilding of the syna- 
gogue should beconsidered, A Building Committee was, on the motion of Mr. H. 
Zeiman, appointed to report prior to the ensuing New Year holidays. A District 
Canvassing Committee in aid of the Jewish Board of Guardians was appointed, 
with Mr. P. Bernstein as Hon. Secretary. The elections resulted as follows: 
President, Mr. H. Goodman ; Vice-President, Mr. M. Freedman ; Treasurer, 
Mr. D. Greenberg ; Committee, Messrs, J. Freedman, 5. Infeld, J. M. Lauten- 
berg, M. Raphael, M. Greenberg, L. Loewenstein, N. Gluckstein, H. Goodman, 
jun., N. Nyburg, and M. Weinstein.

CONFERENCE AT TOYNBEE HALL. 

At the invitation of the Warden and the Residents, a large ergs, rd 
assembled at Toynbee Hall on Wednesday evening to hear an account 0 the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. There were present : . 

Canon BARNETT, who presided, the Misses M. Myerand Nathan, the Revs. S. Singer; 
S. Levy, A. G. De la Prymer, F. W. Ford and D. Buckingham ; Drs. Sequeira and G 
Michael; Messrs. Ward, L.C.C; H. 8. Lewis, Israel Abrahams, H. R. Levinsohn, A. E. 
Franklin (Treasurer of the Béard), A. Morley, Oscar Selinger, J. M. Ansell (Hon. 
Secretary of the Loan \Committee), W. Vallance (Clerk to the Whitechapel Guardians), 
Parsons (of the Charity Organisation Society), M. Stephany, 8. Berman, L. Friedeberg 
and other members of the Staff of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that 25 years ago, when 
he first came to Whitechapel, the Sewinh Board of Guardians was the only 
institution which distributed, or pretended to distribute, its relief in_some 
methodical way. They had tried to learn the methods adopted by that Board, 
and as those taking an interest in such matters, as well as neighbours of the 
Jews, they welcomed Mr. Stephany and his colleagues, who would explain to 
them the work of the Board. | ie 

Mr. STePHANY, in explaining the general work of the Board, gave a brief 
sketch of the establishment of that institution, which in 1859 took over from 
the three synagogues—the Great, New, and Hambro'—the relief of the poor, 
He traced the progress made since its inception, and the scope of its work, 
which not only comprised eleemosynary relief, but loans, work-rooms, appren- 
ticing Jewish youths, assisting emigrants, giving permanent allowance to widows 
and sick persons, sending out trained nurses, and affording sick-room help, «ec. 
The central point of the policy and work of the Board was to help those who 
wished to help themselves.—Every case received separate attention and a 
thorough investigation. Each department had its own Committee and a large 
staff of voluntary workers. The principal object aimed at in every case was to 
afford the recipient every opportunity to get on in the world without continuing 
to be a recipient of charity. 

Mr. 8. Berman followed with a paper on the work of the Russo-Jewish 
Conjoint Committee and the Emigration Committee. 

Several questions were asked as regards the number who returned to 
England, and whether any of those assisted had repaid any part of the money 
received, In reply, it was stated that few of the emigrants had returned to 
London, and in many cases the money expended on their behalf had been 
returned and contributions made to the funds of the Board. Of. those 
repatriated, very few, indeed, have returned to England. 

Mr. J. M. ANSELL game an Interesting resvmé of the work of the Loan 
Committee and explained the manner in which loans were granted. The money 
was advanced for the purpose of setting the recipients up in business and 
enabling them to earn a livelihood. In the first year that fund was opened 
£332 168, was lent to 207 persons. In 1806, 1,174 persons had £4,982 advanced to 
them, and in this year 682 cases had taken out loans amounting to £2,737. Up 
to the present day over £50,000 had been advanced. The repayments were easy 
and their bad debts amounted to 2} per cent. The loans granted ranged from 
£1 to £25, for which from two to four, or more sureties were required. The 
Loan Department had been the means of saving from a dependent position a 
large number of small manufacturers and traders who were prosperous to-day 
and who owed their success to this fund. | 

In reply to some questions, Mr. ANSELL stated that no interest was charged, 
and that the money aivancet was principally for business purposes; all other 
cases were dealt with by the Relief Committee who could grant small loans 
without sureties. 

Mr. L. FriepenerG treated of the Apprenticeship Department. He showed 
the great strides which had been made in this department. In 1881, only 73 lads 


were apprenticed, and now 580 apprentices were on their books. It was the aim . 


of the Committee to apprentice the youths to trades which were not over- 
crowded, and in which they would not ha sweated, Engineering, bicycle making, 
furniture and cabinet making, printing, were some of the trades to which appren- 
tices were sent. The premiums, which ranged from £5 to £20, were repayable 
in weekly instalments of 6d. and 1s. and upwards, but never more than 3s., and 
were so arranged that the last year’s money went exclusively to the apprentice. 
Each apprentice had, moreover, a guardian who looked after his interest. The 


Committee further afforded facilities for the apprentices obtaining technical | 


instruction. 

Several questions having been replied to, Mr. H. R. Levinson addressed the 
gathering with regard to the permanent allowances granted by the Board and 
which, he said, were for the most part pensions to the very aged and incurable. 

Mr. Parsons (of the Charity Organisation Society) desired some information 
about the new Jewish Free Dispensary in Leman Street. He very much re- 
gretted its establishment. He asked whether the Board of Guardians could not 
use its influence either to prevent its opening or mitigate the harm it was sure 
to do, 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN said that everything had been done to induce tthe 
promoters to desist. — 

Mr. Q. Se_incer desired better attention on the part of the Parish doctors. 
Referring to the Charity Organisation Society and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, he said that the fundamental difference between the two was that 
whereas the latter assisted those requiring help without enquiring into their 

t, the former required a clean and unsoiled career. The Board concentrated 
attention upon the present circumstances of the case and to the possibilities 
of the future. 

The Rev. 8. Sincer agreed with the last speaker as to his definition of the 


methods of the Board of Guardians. The Charity Organisation Society apparently . 


believed that the rich had the right to a monopoly of a very good past. Just 
as much as the Society did not consider the career of those who contributed 
towards its fund, so should they not look too closely into the past of those who 
were compelled to come to them for assistance. After referring generally to 
the work of the Board, he asked Canon Barnett whether, in consequence of 
the influx of their coreligionists, Whitechapel was less safe, less sober, and 
whether the Jewish inhabitants had not conduced to the morality of the district. 
The Jewish Board of Guardians was the large training school for Jewish 
communal workers. 

Dr, Sequeira expressed regret that Mr. Selinger misinterpreted the work of 
the Charity Organisation Society. is Own experience of 33 years led him to 
believe that the methods both of the Board and the Society were identical. 
Investigation was absolutely essential to prevent imposition, 

Mr. Artuur E, FRANKLIN expressed his pleasure at the excellence of the

MR. S. D. LINDO, JAMAICA.

The 
hatter of these Unions is also forming sick and other benefit funds in combina- 
tion with the usual trade benefits. here seems to be a general move of this 
character among all the Jewish movements, and it deserves encouragement. 
The Vest Makers’ Union also report that they have on their books a good 
proportion of the hands engaged in this industry. _The United Ladies’ Tailors’, 
and Mantle Maker's Union are circularising non-Union men, pointing out the 
advantages of becoming members of an organisation connected with the trade. 

Mr. R. H. Sherard has just issued a work, “The White Slaves of England, 
which cannot fail to do yeoman service in the cause of the workers, both Jewish 
and Gentile, of England. He has certainly a firm grip of the Jewish branch of 
the question. Dealing with Leeds, he says that there are over 1,000 Jews of 
foreign extraction engaged in the slipper trade there. After describing a visit 
t0 a Jewish slipper factory, he goes on to say, “the top of the tree remunera- 
tion for work so rapid and continuous was 4d. an hour, and but very few of them 
could earn as much, because 4d. was the ae paid for a finished pair of slippers, 
and none but the very best:worker could finish a whole pair of slippers in an 
hour.” There are, it appears, upwards of 4,000 Jewish families engaged in the 
tailoring trade in Leeds, and these have all arrived during the last fifteen years. 
The numbers increase annually, and last year 100 families immigrated from 
Poland. The Jewish tailors assert that they are in a fairly satisfactory condi- 
tion, but Mr. Sherard says, “from what I saw in the sweating dens in the 
Leylands, | am convinced that their circumstances are at least as bad as those of

They all work on a weekly wage, and from 
twelve to seventeen hoursa day. Here may be seen in some filthy room in an 
old dilapidated factory, fifty people (men, women, boys and girls) all huddled 
together, sewing as though for dear life.”

It is to be regretted that the lull in the prosecution of Jewish bakers has 
been taken advantage of by some to resume not only baking but delivery on 
Sundays. The lull is only of a coms ar bad character, and the prosecutions will 
be resumed again when it is found that the master bakers continue to break 
their word of honour to conform to the law. Not only is it dishonest to break 
the pledge ig to the Gentile Union, but the Jewish bakers by their action 
in iy ag he law will postpone indefinitely any efforts to secure an alteration 
in the law. 

_A strange case is reported from Plymouth. A baker was summoned for 
delivering a hot dinner and two cakes over the counter after the statutory 
time of closing of Sundays. The baker admitted the offence, but complained 
that the instigators of the prosecution were trade union men, and had taken 
this action because he employed non-union men. A conviction ensued, the 
defendant being fined 1s, and costs, The agate however, ‘is that a police 
constable laid the information and took the necessary proceedings, being 
supported at the hearing by the Chief Constable. Londoners may be congratu- 
lated, that so far, at any rate, the Metropolitan and City Police have not 
encroached upon the liberty of the subject in this manner. |

the employer.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The second volume of Cohn and Wendland’s new critical edition of Philo 
(Berlin : Reimer, 1897) is from the hand of the second-named scholar. It hasa 
valuable introduction (in Latin) dealing mainly with the codices and the tests 
of genuine Philonic authorship. This instalment, beautifully printed, contains 
“De Posteritate Caini,” “De Gigantibus,” “Quod Deus sit Immutabilis,” “ De 
Agricultura,” “ De Plantatione,” “ De Ebrietate,” “De Sobrietate,” “ De Con- 
fusione Linguarum,” and “ De Migratione Abrahami.’ If the editors are able 
to continue the publication at the present rapid rate, they may hope to complete 


new English translation undertaken without delay, for the only complete version 
now available is inaccurate and slovenly. Dr. Cohn is a good English scholar, 
and might prepare the translation at least in part himself. 


Dr. M. Friedlinder, of Vienna, is becoming a prolific writer, but the quality 
of his work does not suffer. His most recent essay is “ Das Judenthum in der 


ungsgeschichte des Christenthums ” (Breitenstein, Vienna and Leipzig, 1807). 
As inall that emanates from this writer's pen, there is a rare combination of 
solid learning with refreshing originality. Dr. Friedlinder makes it clearer than 


was due in great part to the anticipatory effects of the Jewish propaganda in 
the Diaspora. In its dispersion, Judaism represented not one view but two 
spirits—conservatism and freethought. Both tendencies reproduce themselves 
in primitive Christianity. All this was known before, but Dr, Friedlander 
presents a vast amount of justificatory evidence. Most original is his final 
demand that writers on early Christianity shall not continue as before to dis- 
criminate between a Jewish-Christianity and a Heathen-Christianity founded by 
Paul. ‘“ We must speak of a Conservative Jewish-Christianity and a Radical 
Jewish-Christianity.” 


Dr. Friedlinder’s studies on the origins of Christianity qualify him for a 
further investigation—viz., the relation of Judaism to Jesus himself, This 
subject is fast becoming of moment to students of Judaism, and one would like 
to see it frankly attacked by Dr. Fricdlander, Following on’ some recent 
remarks of Mr. Oswald Simon and Mr. Claude Montefiore, the Rev. Morris 
Joseph is. I hear, now discussing the question in a series of pulpit addresses, I 
am doubtful whether the pulpit is the best place for such a discussion, but on 
the other hand, the pulpit is a better place than no place. Mr. Joseph is right 
in regarding the subject as most pressing and important, and it is to be hoped 
that he will see his way to the publication of his views, so that they may at once 
become susceptible to criticism and at the same time reach that wider public 
which is always interested in the utterances of this gifted preacher.

The two do not 
always, or necessarily, go together, and mothers, in packing up their boys for 
school, will be well advised to slip this little book—it is a very little one—into 
the portmanteau.

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Grafton Galleries. 


An exhibition of dramatic and musical art of considerable interest opened 
last week at the Grafton Galleries. It is somewhat of a disappointment, per- 
haps, to notice that the exhibits are almost exclusively portraits and engravings, 
and the memorials and relics, so few and far between. However the pictures 
are notable, 

Amongst the moderns appears Mr. Solomon J. Solomon's striking picture 
of Mrs. Patrick Campbell as Paula in “The Second Mrs, Tanqueray.” It is 
about three or four years since we saw this canvas in the Academy, and there is 
a sense ot pleasure in moo ne it again. Paula, her big brown eyes full of un- 
fathomable sorrow, leans slightly forward, the restlessness and irritation of her 
strange nature betrayed: in the very way in which her hands grasps the delicate 


-spindle-legged table, sign of the luxury which, from the tall screen to the 


shaded lamp, surrounds her. Of distinct power is Mr. Joseph Mordecai's por- 
trait of Mr. Arthur Pinero, the dramatist, with his keen, dark eyes, and thoughtful 
countenance, Mr, Alfred Praga is responsible for a graceful portrait of Miss Vane 
Featherston, with a black lace mantilla draped high on her hair. A delightful 
little portrait of pretty Miss Irene Vanbrugh is again the work of Mr. 8. J. 
Solomon, A.R.A., and shews the popular young actress in an easy attitude on a 
pink couch in a dainty room, whilst her dark, green skirt and white blouse are 
painted. 

Mr. kK. A. Abbey, A.R.A., lends his “ Jessica and Lorenzo” in the Garden 
from “ The Merchant of Venice,’ and there is the Jessica of Sir J. D. Linton, 
P.R.L., a typical maiden of the East with dark hair, strongly marked brows, big 
almond-shaped eyes and full scarlet lips. Mr. Walter Goodman's portrait of 
Mr. Henry Russell, the veteran composer of “Cheer, Boys, Cheer,” shows the 
old musician hale and hearty with flowing beard ; elsewhere Mr. Russell is 
represented by a miniature. Very excellent is the large portrait of Mr. J. L. 
Toole, the work of Mr. Sigismund Goetze. There are two portraits of Madame 
Sarah Bernhardt ; one shows the queen of actresses, her flowing hair bedecked 
with mauve orchids, the other in grande toilette is from the brush of Mr. Walter 
Spindler. Amongst the miniatures is a very capital one of Sir Henry Irving by 
Mr. Alfred Praga.
